Except iu Louisiana where, repeat 
ed showers aided boll weevil, the loss 
has been due entirely to lack of rain­ 
fall. In Georgia and to a sm aller ex­ 
tent in Alabama the plant which had 
beep abundantly nourished by frequent 
rains, was checked in growth and 
gives evidence of inability to mature 
the young fruit unless more rains 
come. In the Mississippi valley the 
plant is hardier than in the southeast
